M anufacturing Billiard Ball*. 
Quite large elephant tusks are * 
requisite in the m aking of billiard 
balls. 
They are first cut Into the to- 
quired length, forming 
blocks 
from 
which t^e halls 
are to 
be 
carved. 
These blocks are placed in the hands 
of expert tracers who m ark tile stand­ 
ard measurem ents of circum ference, 
after which the block goes to the cut­ 
te r and I* gradually cut by m achina 
into spherical form. 
The process of 
polishing Is done a fte r six months, 
during which period the balls are kept 
in special dark drying la m b e rs . 


Camel Going W ithout W ater. 
An ordinary camel will carry Its 
pack 25 miles a day for three d . j . 
w ithout w ater, while there are some 
th a t will go w ithout w ater 50 m iles a 
day for five days.
